The decision to resume the

facture of the light beer was made by 
the Lag«r Beer Brewers’ 
Board 
of 
Trade after receiving an opinion on 
the legality of their action from Eli- 
hu Hoot and W. I). Guthrie, lawyers. 
“The 
commissioner 
of internal 
revenue has held that beverages con­ 
taining half of one-per cent 
alcohol 
only may be made under the ruling. 
Thus a question arises which must be 
settled by the courts 
deciding what 
kind of beer is intoxicating. 
The 
brewers may drop the name beer al­ 
together and call their product “malt 
beverage.”

Mineola, L. I.. March IS 
Dr. Wal­ 
ter K. Wilkins is being hunted 
today 
on a charge of murdering his wife. A 
warrant was issued at the request of 
District Attorney Weeks. 
The physician has not been 
seen 
since Sunday. 
Weeks, who prosecuted 
Blanca De 
Studies and handled the famous 
Le- 
Baudy in arder case, declares he be­ 
lieves Dr. 
Wilkins killed his wife 
•Julia, by beating her over tile head 
with a hammer the night of Feb. 27 
and that he did it to get possession of 
her $75,000 estate. 
This estate is declared to hav e been 
bequeathed 
Dr. 
Wilkins in a will 
which has just been discovered and 
which supplies the motive 
for the 
crime. 
The apparent facts in the case are 
that Dr. Wilkins who is 67 years old 
went with his wife to their summer 
home at Long Beach the night of Feb. 
27. A short time after entering* the 
side door of the house with 
her lie 
called a neighbor, who found him 
blood-spattered, his wife 
in a dying 
condition, lying in a driveway beside 
the house. 
Dr. Wilkins declared that 
upon entering the building lie was con­ 
fronted by three burglars who robbed 
him and then clubbed his 
wife over 
the head because she screamed. A dog 
was found iii the house beaten almost 
to death. 
Dr. Wilkins said the burg­ 
lars must have clubbed the dog also. 
Thorough search for the three 
burg­ 
lars failed to reveal trace of them. 
Mrs. Wilkins was buried and the 
matter apparently 
dropped, 
when 
Weeks suddenly re-opened it and had 
the body 
exhumed. 
He eross-ex- 
amined Dr. Wilkins and took his fin­ 
ger prints for comparison with bloody 
finger marks found 
on the hammer 
with which the killing was done. 
Dr. Wilkins quickly issued a state­ 
ment, declaring he new himself to be 
under suspicion but protesting'Yus in­ 
nocence and asserting he had no mo­ 
tive for the alleged murder.

SCHLESINGER TO

Schlesinger will have a representa­ 
tive at all hearings of the legislative j 
committee appointed yesterday even- I 
ing to conduct a probe. 
He will

that a stenographic copy of all testi­ 
mony be furnished him. 
Schlesinger today gave the 
first 
definite information as to what the al­ 
leged bribery talk is all about. 
“Some time ago.” said Schlesinger, 
Dr- Wallace Skeels, legislative lobby­ 
ist for Ohio Chiropractors, 
appealed 
to me for advice and 
assistance, 
Skeels told 
me that there was a 
strong force opposing the 
Evans 
chiropractor bills and Skeels said to 
me: ‘I think they are crooks.’ 
“Skeels w'anted 
me to 
recommend 
a detective that he could put on 
the 
case. I gave him the names of John 
Mahoney and Joe Cleary, two Colum­ 
bus private detectives and 
that was 
the last I heard from Skeels. 
“When the legislative committee 
starts its probe I’ll have a man there 
to also gather evidence and if I’m re­ 
fused stenographic copy of the meet­ 
ings I’ll hire my own stenographer,” 
continued Schlesinger.

Crabbe was 
asked. “ I think so," he replied, “we*?* 
got 83 votes for the emergency clause 
In the house, just the exact number 
required to put the emergency act 
over.” 
Liberals, aside from their claim of 
enough votes in both branches of the 
general assembly to kill the emer­ 
gency part of the bill, ar* mum.

ment of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, spoke to a good audience at 
at First Methodist church last night 
on tho theme of the Centenary. 
He called attention to tile 
begin­ 
ning of Missionary Activities in the 
Methodist church when IOO years ago, 
John 
Stewart, a colored man, con­ 
verted at Marietta, burned with a de­ 
sire to tell the story of Christ. 
He, 
a negro, went North to the Indians 
at Upper Sandusky, to tell the story 
of the Christ. 
How' 
a 
Jew 
could 
save them from their sins. 
This was 
the humble beginning of the great en­ 
terprises the church has carried 
on 
in every part of the world during this 
time. 
He 
spoke of the 
mark 
of 
providence in the* fact that this 
an­ 
niversary should come just 
at 
the 
close of the great war and that this' 
great church should have an adequate 
program for these momentous days 
of reconstruction. 
His message dea l 
with the problems at home which are 
to be met by the church. 
The problems facing th e people 
which are demanding solution, he re­ 
minded are as follows; The problem 
of the Rural church which has fu r­ 
nished the greater part of the leaders 


churches to be furnished with a num­ 
ber of pastors who will minister to 
the people of their own nationality. 
The problem of the frontier where the 
church has not kept pace with 
the 
westward move of men. The problem 
of the mining sections where, as in 
Pennsylvania, one section, with 70,- 
000 people, has

The Negro prob­
